Norehumberland, ſhould pay Tythes. By theſe and other Teſti- 
monues it is manifeſt, that the Payment of Tyrhes amongſt Chri- 
ſtians, had their ff Original from the Church of Rome and by 
Sxcce ſion from'thence , and not from the Apoſtles are Tyhes 
paid, given, and received at this day in theſe Kingdoms ; and 
the 1nſtitution, payment, and »/e, and end of them is not accord- 
ing to the Law of Moſes at all : for Tythes,as then amongſt the 
Jewes, ordained, and payd, were for the happy uſe, to feed the

Tz Strength, and Safety and Proſperity of the King and 
his yn. = Soy ras þ in the Kmon, Aﬀrbiic and 
Love of his Subje&Rs,and the People of theſe Kingdoms, one to 
another, and:to the King ; and the more that the People of the 
Kingdoms are in Love and {nion and good _ one with 
another and to the King, the more flrong and ſafe; and profÞe- 
rows thereby is the King and his Government, and the more like 
for 4 leng and happy Continuance and Eſtabliſhment : And itis the 
Love and #mon and Aﬀetion of the ſober and grave, and juft 
and upright People, and of the Meek of the Land, that is the 
Kings Strength and Safety,and will much tend to his ProfÞerccy 
and tothe effabl;ſhment of his Government and Authority ; and 
the Kings Sefety and Strength and Profferity, doth not depend 
upon the AﬀeRion and Acclamations of the Ruder ſort, and 
of the Wild Multitude, though ſuch profeſs = ſubjeQion, 
and cry up the King and his Government,and drink his Healths, 
and ſwear the Deſtruttion of all bis Enennes , and have much love.

It is the doing of Juſtice and Truth, and allowing all juſt 
and equal Liberty to all People under his Authority, that will 
ain upon _the hearts of all juſt and good People; and as 
Righteouſ neſs, Mercy, In and Truth- is- brought 
forth in the Land, and all the contrary limited in the King's 
Government; this will gain much upon the Hearts and Aftte- 
ions of all good People, to be united in Love one to ano- 
ther, and to the King ; And this is the way of the King's Pro- 
ſperity, and to make his Government eſtabliſhed, if ſo be thac 
he exerciſe his Rule and —_ in Low aad Meekres and 
| xmas po and Mercy, and love ghteouſne s and Trath, and 
hate and deny all the contrary,and limir it ; then the ſpirits of

way can never. be pp nor eſtabliſh him+ in his Authori- 
ty; butit will work the contrary effeR : For, if Oppreſlion be 
brought forth,and heavy Yoaks laid upon the back of the Poor; 
then will the Wrath of God. and of men, be kindled againſt 
kim, and Murmurings, Strifes and Contentions will ariſe in 
the minds of men againſt him ; -and the Oppreſſions of the Poor 
will reach unto Heaven, and 'God will hear and revenge their 
Caufe : So that it is-ruling and exercifing Authority in theſe 
Kingdoms in Juſtice, Righteouſneſs, Love and good Reaſon 
that muſt gain the hearts of People unto right SubjeRion, to 
make the King and his Government happy and eſtabliſhed; and 
Rigour, . Force, and Cruelty will never make the =y happy, 
but will work contrary : For the People are wiſe, and Under-
